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ESS than two weeks 
after the forfeiture 
of Young's bond tn 
the City Court at 
Herrin came the 
first major conflict 
in the Klan war-—- 
the battle in front 
of Smith's Garage in 
Herrin, in which 
seven men lost their 
lives. Before telling 
the story of that fight, I may state that I 
have been accused by the klan side, quite 
naturally, of being the aggressor. 

As the best proof I can offer that 
this statement is false, let me point to the 
fact that one of those who were caught In 
the hail of bulleta was my son, George. 
then only 15 years old. Had I been look- 
ing for a fight there, had I even suspected 
that there might be trouble, I would cer- 
tainly have arranged to have my only son 
in some other town. 

It has been my greatest care to see that 
he did not turn out to be another William- 
son County gunman and to that end I have 
kept him out of the county as much as pos- 
sible He is now at a Missour! military 
school, where I hope he will learn to forget 
the crowded days of my term in office. 

As another evidence that my men and |! 
were not looking for a fight there ig the 
fact that Bud Allison, one of my deputies, 
was shot down before he could draw his 
pistols. He was the first man to be killed 
in the fight and the fact is undisputed that 
he died with his six-shooters in his holsters. 

The fight occurred on August 30, 1924. On 
that day the Shelton brothers had been tried 
on a charge of the murder of Caesar Cagle 
and had been acquitted by a jury before 
Judge Bowen. It was just at noon time that 
court adjourned and I decided to go down 
to Smith's Garage, as long as I was in Her- 
rin, and get the automobile in which Jack 
Skeicher had been murdered 


HIS machine, as I have said, had been 

stolen some time ago from a bual- 

ness man by the name of Anderson, 
who resided at Cobden, Union County, Ili- 
noils. After the shooting of Skelcher 
and Briggs, the bullet-riddied car had 
been taken to Smith's Garage by the klans- 
men and Smith had refused to. give 
the machine up because he had storage 
charges against it. 

Mr. Andersdén complained to Mr. Duty, the 
State's Attorney, who ordered that the car 
be restored to ite rightful owner, with the 
understanding that if it be required in evi- 
dence at a later trial, it be brought back to 
Herrin for that purpose. On this basis Mr. 
Aaderson again asked Smith for the return 
of the car. Smith declined to give it up 
and Mr. Duty then told me, as Sheriff of 
the county, to get the machine myself and 
give it to Anderson. 

Accordingly, I went to Smith's Garage at 
the close of the Shelton trial. I was accom. 
panied by Bud Allison, my deputy, and Ora

Thomas, who was at that time a Special 
Deputy. 

Nurr Owen, a son-in-law of John Smith, a 
member of Young's bodygnard, was in 
charge of the garage at the time. He told 
me that Smith had just stepped out and that 
he, Owen, was in charge. Owen demanded 
$23 storage on the Anderson car. I told him 
that the charge was excessive and that it 
should not be paid because Smith, who waar 
not even a peace officer, had forcibly held 
the machine. I added, however, that to 
avoid a controversy I would pay the bill out 
of my own pocket, which I later did. 

One of the tires on the automobile was 
flat, and before taking the car out, we 
dragged a portable pump over and began to 
inflate the tire. About this time a amal! 
boy rushed into the garage and grabbed me 
by the arm aa I stooped over the pump. 

“Oh, Mr. Galligan,’ he shouted, ‘‘the klan 
is coming, you better look out.”’ 

As I raised up, an automobile load of men, 
whom I recognized as klansmen, drove up 
in front of the garage. Allison and Thomas 
rushed out and disarmed the men without 
disorder, taking from them five pistols and a 
shotgun 

Thomas and Allison did this without 
drawing thelr pistols: indeed, Ora and I had 
both warned Bud that we would proceed at 
all times with the least possible display of 
firearms. Bud was a fellow who sometimes 
drew his pistols when there was no need

for display and, just that day, Ora had said 
to him: 

“Bud, you ought to get over being a gun- 
flasher. Don’t draw until you have to.” 

Normally that would have been good ad- 
vice, but I shall always think that if Bud 
had disregarded it he might have been liv- 
ing today. 

As he and Ora completed disarming the 
first machine a sacond car pulled up in 
front of Smith’s eas Bud was the first 
one at its side. Ora was just a few feet 
hehind him and I was not far from Ora 
Still without drawing his revolvers, Allison 
put his hand on the top bow of the auto- 
mobile and demanded: 

‘What have you got in there?’ 


HE four klanamen in the car answered 

his question by swinging down on him 

with revolvers. There was a- flash 
from their muzzies and Bud crumpled to the 
street without uttering a sound or laying 
his hands on his six-ehooters. 

Thomas’ automatics were out in a flash 
and so were mine. A pistol was stuck in 
Ora's very face. He brushed it aside with 
his right hand, and, as it was discharged, 
it was so close that the powder burned his 
fingers 


Quick as a flash, Ora followed with a 
shot from the pistol in his- left hand The 
man who had fired tn his face fell dead in 
the back seat of the car. He was the first 
one to feel the might of Thomas’ guns in 
the klan war. 

As he went down other men jumped from 
machines which came up. The firing be- 
came general. There were men shooting at 
us from all sides—from the grape arbor 
across the street from thé garage, and from 
the garage itself 

I stood in the middle of the street, with 
an automatic in my right hand and a forty- 
four caliber revolver in my left—a weapon 
which {ts more accurate for long shooting 
than an automatic—and fired whenever a 
head showed 

Meanwhile, the men in the automobile, 
when they jumped out, had ieft the § first 
casualty where he lay in the seat. He was 
Dewey Newbold, a professional gambler who. 
because of his skill with crooked dice. was 
better known as ‘Flat Rock Smith.”’ He 
had once been a friend of Ora, but had 
gone over to the klan side when Young 
came to Williameon County. 
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The men who jumped from the machine 
ran around to its front to get a better shot 
at Ora and me As they crouched on the 
ground and began firing, a shot from the ga- 
rage atruck Ora. He siid around and fell on 
a pile of chat, which was being used for re- 
construction work there. It was one of the 
tense moments of my life Ora was down 
and I was alone. My heart leaped, however, 
when he jumped to-his feet again and be- 
gan firing I learned later that he had only 
been grazed and had stumbled. 

At this juncture Herman Phemister, one 
of my Spectal Deputies, came running up 
the atreet As he got to my side Charles 
Wollard, one of the klan gunmen, bare down 
upon him with his pistol and fired. The 
bullet struck Herman in the head. 

He clapped his hands to his face, spun 
around and fell in the atreet. 

He was Wollard’s second man, for Wol- 
lard had aleo killed Allison, but the slayer 
had short time to rejoice over his victory. 
Just a aplit second after Wollard fired at 
Phemister, Ora swung down on him wit! 
a hip shot and Wollard went down with 
a bullet in the head, dead 


EANTIME, another klansman, Green 
| Dunning, a gunman of theat- 
A rical style who had been  im- 
ported from Oklahoma, Was squatted 
on his haunches in the arbor, firing into the 
atreet With a six-shooter in each hand. One 
of the men who went down under his fire 
and that from the garage was Otto Rowland, 
who wads paasing at the time. 

Another who fell was Chester Reid, a 
young brother-in-law of Dr. Black Reid 
was iater accused of taking part in the 
fight. That charge is ridiculous When he 
fell he was accompanied by his wife and 
his Daby and, as he lay on the aidewalk, 
hia wife knelt beside him, weeping, as the 
guns continued to bark 

he fighting by this time had attracted 
the attention of the Shelton brothers and of 
my son, George, who was present at the 
trial. George rushed down the street into 
the fight and when I firat saw him he had 
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picked up an automatic from the 
street and was satanding at my 
side, firing. I prayed then as 
[ had never prayed before that 
his life be spared. George Was 
unscathed and I suffered only 
A alight scratch under the 

During the fight Earl and 
Bernie Shelton stood at the 
corner of Monroe and Park, dli- 
recting traffic, so that no one 
would drive down the atreet 
into the firing. Carl Shelton, 
the third brother, ran down to 
my help a few moments after 
my son had got to my aide. 
The firing died away as he got 
there. 

There were five men lying 
dead in the street, shot through 
the head or heart The sixth 
man, Herman Phemister, who 
was also shot in the head, was 
still breathing, and he lived 
until the next day. 

The seventh man was the 
epectacular Dunning. He was 
lying sprawled in the grape 
arbor, with a bullet wound in 
his forehead. His Wild Weat 
sombrero was on the ground 
bealde him There were five 


pistols in his belt and on the 


ground where he had dropped 

them. He still wore the high boots and 
spurs that made up his costume as a real 
bad man 

Later, on the very day that I left office, 
I was to be arrested by my successor, Mr. 
Coleman, for the murder of Wollard. It 
was an idle, silly charge Wollard was 
killed by Thomas. But even if I had killed 
him I would not regard it as a crime. since 
he wae firing at both Thomas and me while 
we were discharging our lawful duties and 
we were bound to protect ourselves. 

After the fight each side picked up its 
dead. Phemister was taken to the hospital 
by Ora Thomas and me. Later in the day
